the fiftieth anniversary of his in- 
vention of the incandescent lamp. 
The doll is the gift of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Ott. Mr. Ott, who is 
the inventor's personal laboratory 
assistant and has been in his em- 
ploy since 1874, took the doll 
west, 

The toy contains a metal record 
on which is the verse ‘‘Mary had 
a little lamb:”’ When it is wound 
up the doll talks as distinctly as 
it did forty years ago. It is an 
application of Mr. Edison’s phono- 
graph idea and similar dolls were 
manufactured by the thousands 
here and abroad many years ago. 

The verse was spoken by Mary 
Amerault, who is still in Mr. Edi- 
son’s employ in West Orange. The 
doll was dressed and ‘‘rejuve- 
nated’’ by Mr. and Mrs. Ott, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Ford’s taste.

Indian Summer Sends Throngs to Beaches; 
Balmy Breezes Follow Close on Record Cold 





Indian Summer, officially due with 
the entrance of the sun into Scorpio 
on Oct. 23, arrived three days ahead 
of time yesterday to give the city 
and vicinity a.cloudless day. of 
warmth tempered by light southwest 
winds. In: contrast to the record 
cold of last Friday, when the tem- 
perature dropped to 34 degrees, fol- 
lowing. a snow: flurry.on Thursday 
morning, the temperature crowded 
close to 70 yesterday, and was never 


lower than 51 Sogtare. 

Weather conditions throughout the 
day were ‘‘nearly ideal,’’ Dr. James 
H. Kimball of the weather bureau 
said last night. He added that the 
next four weeks should see many 
similar days, but that he could not 
predict an immediate continuation of 
the perfect weather at present. 

Crowds of almost midsummer size 
made Autumn traffie records over 
suburban highways. In’ Westchester 
County crowds nearly equaling those 





of the hottest days of Summer were 
reported by the traffic police: |Hun- 
dreds of picnic parties gathered under 
the trees near the Kensico and Cor- 
nell Dam reservoirs,:as 35,000 cars 
passed over the Bronx River and 
Sawmill River parkways, and 10.000 
persons visited Playland. at. Rye 
Beach. 

Other thousands took advantage of 
the clear, mild day to visit Atlantic 
City and Asbury Park. At both 
beaches a few bathers were reported. 
The 50,000 persons who visited Long 
Beach caused the reopening of many

When 
Mrs, Cavanagh died, the neighbors_ 
advised Cavanagh to put the children 
in a home, but he said he wanted to 
keep them with him. At that time,’ 
he had seven.’

Suggest Scope of Work. 

**May I suggest,’’ the commissioner 
wrote, ‘‘the following division into 
which your work might reasonably 
fall, although I do not desire to bind 
you by any of these suggestions. 

‘1. What is immediately possible 
under the existing ordinances and 
laws for the alleviation of the noise 
nuisance? It seems to me that there 
are numerous abuses of the charac- 
teristic good nature and patience of 
the New Yorker which might be 
stopped without further ado. I have 


lin mind such noises as the use of 
loud-speakers outside shops and in|} 


the home; screeching of brakes; the 
unreasonable playing of musical in- 
struments in homes at unseasonable 
hours; the abuse of automobile klax- 
ons; the use of muffler cut-outs on 
automobiles and motor boats; noises 
from milk cans, ash cans, &c.; rivet- 
ing work after a reasonable hour at 
night; turnstiles in subways, &c. 

“If you will formulate reasonable 
rules for the government of these me- 
dia which are subject to our present 
laws I will see that they are vigor- 
ously enforced so far as the Health 
Department is concerned. 

“2. We need a complete classifica- 
tion of noises; tabulation of intensity 
geographically arranged; some scien- 
tific’ measurements of principal city 
noises, together with specific recom- 
mendations as to their control or 
elimination. 

“3. We need a sciéntific statement 
of the effect of noise on the human 
being. 

Measurements of Noise. 


**4, We should have some scientific 
measurements of certain types of 
noises; and recommendations as to 
what constitutes the border line of 
reasonable inevitable noise and un- 
reasonable noise. 

“5. What can be done with respect 
to. sound-absorbing construction in 
buildi ? 

6. What experience is there in any 
part of the world which we may use 
as_a basis for the elimination of un- 
necessary noise? 

“7, What additional laws, if any, 
are needed to govern the noise situ- 
tion in New York?’’ 

Commissioner Wynne, noting that 
‘laborious research’’ probably would 
be entailed in many of the researches, 
said that results might not be imme- 
diately available, and added:

Says Walker Disregards Warnings. 

“The Mayor,’ he said, ‘‘bids the

La Guardia Says He and Berry 
Connive With Contractors 
_. to Underpay Men. 





SCORES STRIKE ATTITUDE 





Coler Attacks Tammany Appoint- 
ments, Citing Position Given to 
Relative of Bronx Leader. 





Speaking at a labor rally in Cooper 
Union yesterday, F. H. La Guardia, 
Republican candidate for Mayor, 
made the direct charge that Mayor 
Walker and Controller Berry acted 
in connivance with other officials to 
permit payment of less than the pre- 
vailing rate of wages on city con- 
tracts. 

“‘As I stated in the early part of 
this campaign;’’ said Mr. La Guar- 
dia, “it would not be possible for 
subway contractors—and they are all 
Tammany contractors—to pay their 
skilled and unskilled workers less 
than the prevailing wage rates 
which they receive from the city 
without the knowledge, in fact the 
connivance and collusion, of Tam- 

officials. It would be impos- 
sible for these contractors to avoid 
payment of the prevailing rate re 
quired by law if it were not for the 
connivance and collusion of. the 
Mayor, the Controller and other of- 
ficials.”’ 

The Mayoralty ‘candidate - was 
joined in this attack on the Walker 
Administration by Harold G. Aron, 
Republican candidate for Controller, 
and Bird S. Coler, candidate-for Al- 
dermanic President. Mr. Aron said 
the State law imppsed upon: Contrel- 
ler Berry the responsibility of en- 
forcing the payment of the prevail- 
ing rate of wages to workers on city 
contract jobs. 


Heckler Interrupts La ‘Guardia. 


Mr. Le Guardia’s address was in- 
terrupted toward the close by 4 
heckler who brought down on his 
head the disapprobation of the au- 


dience, which practically filled the 
hall. The heckler wanted to know 
how Mr. La Guardia as a friend of 
labor could urge support for Su- 
preme Court Justice Callaghan in 
Brooklyn after the charges made 
against the justice on the score of 
injunctions issued in lIab6ér disputes. 

Mr. La Guardia requested the man 
to withhold his question until the 
end of his address. The man per- 
sisted and then the crowd booed 
and hissed the heckler. He was 
ushered from the hall, but at the in- 
sistence of Mr. Guardia, was 
brought back to put the question. 
One of the La Guardia workers 
shouted that the heckler was known 
ag a Tammany henchman who had 
interrupted other meetings. The 
crowd’s booes and hisses increased 
and there was a little scuffle in the 
aisle. The chairman, Timothy Healy, 
rapped for order and the rising 
tumult was halted. 

“When you talk about injunc- 

tions,’’ said Mr. La Guardia to the 
heckler, ‘‘you want to remember 
that you.are talking to the man who 
introduced the first anti-junction 
bill. in Congress.”’

ASKS CRAIN’S STAND 
ON RECORDS INQUIRY 


Coudert Demands to Know i; He 
Weald Sift Vanishing of 
Grand Jary Minates. 





Frederic R. Coudert Jr., Republi- 
can candidate for District Attorney 
of New York County, asked Judge 
Thomas C. T. Crain, his Tammany 
opponent, yesterday whether he 
would, if elected, take up and finish 
an investigation of the disappear- 
ance of grand jury minutes from 
the District, Attorney’s office last 
March. Mr. Coudert asserted that 
District Attorney Banton started 
such an investigation but failed to 
finish it. 

Mr. Coudert’s question followed his 
query to Judge Crain-as to whether 
he would remoye Terence F. Mc- 
Keever, Tammany leader of the 
Ninth Assembly District, from the 
position of Chief Clerk of the Pis- 
trict Attorney’s office and’ remove 
the assistant district attorneys, who, 
he said, were naméd. by. the various 
Tammany district leaders. 

In explanation of his question re- 
garding the disappearance, of . the 
grand jury minutes, Mr.  Coudert 
said that on March 15 last Israel 
Brinkman, a lawyer, of 4,966 Briggs 
Avenue, the Bronx, was convicted 
before Judge Donnellan for receiving 
from thieves part of $22,000 in se- 
curities stolen in 1924 from a Wall 
Stréet brokerage house. At the trial, 
Mr. Coudert said, it was found tha’ 
the grand jury minutes of the case 
were in the possession of Brinkman’s 
counsel, Savis S. Slade, who said he 
had received them from the office of 
Leonard A. Snitkin, who had been 
Brinkman’s counsel and died before 
the trial. Mr. Snitkin, Mr. Coudert 
said, was a member of a Tammany 
district organization, and the late 
Judge John F, McIntyre in 1925 de- 
nied Snitkin’s motion for an inspec- 
tion of the minutes. 

Mr. Coudert said that Judge Don- 
nellan impounded the minutes and 
declared their removal from the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office was a serious 
matter. Mr. Banton, he added, said 
that he would make a thorough in- 
vestigation. 

“From that day to this Mr. Banton 
has left the public in ignorance of 
the facts,’’ Mr. Coudert continued. 
‘“‘No one knows what has become of 
his investigation. He has remained 
silent on how the grand jury min- 
utes disappeared from his office. It 
appears that those grand jury min- 
utes could go from his office only 
through the connivance of some one 
in the office, . oh i 

“Has the District Attorney found 
the guilty ones? ‘If he has, why 
hasn’t he acted? If not, what has 
he done? Are the guilty ones still 
in the prosecutor’s office? Or is 
there a judicial scandal connected 
with this case? Who is being pro- 
tected? 

“The paralyzing hand of politics 
has been over the District Attorney’s 
office for the past. thirteén years. 
Under this political control have come 
repeated delays in trials, acceptance 
of pleas to lesser offenses, interces- 
sion with judges for reduced bail or 
short sentences and general opera- 
tion of the office not for justice to 
all the people but primarily for the 
benefit of ‘a political machine. 

“The public has no assurance that 
grand jury minutes are safe in the4 
keeping of a Tammany District At- 
pono The public now knows that 
grand jury. minutes entrusted to the 
District Attorney disap d and 
that he has not gone to the bottom 
of that breach of public trust and 
threat to simple justice. 

‘T ask Judge Crain does he ap- 
rove of the present Tammany Dis- 
rict Attorney’s conduct of this most 
serious case, and what he, if elected, 
will do about it?’’ ;

Asserting- that former Governor 
Smith and Mayor Walker are seek- 
ing the’votes of reactionary Repub- 
licans, the committee declared that 
progressives like Mr. Holmes were 
wrong in se Mr. Thomas, 
who, tHey said, had no chance of 
election because Mr. La Guardia was 
the regular Republican candidate. 


Says Nation Watches Election. 


“The whole country is looking on 
at this election,’’ the letter read, 
‘‘and will measure the progress of 
progressivism in New York not by 


the protest vote for Norman Thomas,

Vaad Leumi, National Jewish 
Council, Takes Over Work 
at Americans’ Suggestion. 








CONDITIONS WERE CHAOTIC 





Zionist Executive Failed to Cope 
With Task—Refugees, Underfed, 
Did Not Dare Go Home.

JERUSALEM, Oct. 19.—After the 
chaotic condition that has existed 
for more than six weeks in emer- 
gency relief work in Palestine, the 
problem has been officially taken 
over by the Vaad Leumi, the Jewish 
National Council, which is headed 
by Pinhas Rutenberg, who founded 
the Palestine Hydroelectric Corpora- 
tion. 

Although ample funds began pour- 
ing in from all parts of the world 
almost immediately after the troubles 
began, nevertheless a condition of 
chaos existed even six weeks after 
the time many Jews had been forced 
to flee their homes. To the Palestine 
Zionist Executive in Jerusalem was 
assigned the task of administering 
the relief work and all funds were 
sent to it. Unfortunately, however, 
the state of affairs existing at the 
refugee shelters clearly showed that 
this group was entirely incapable of 
coping with the situation. 

Complaints were heard on all sides, 
mostly because those in charge did 
not know how to deal with the local 
population. They seemed to consider 
all refugees in the class of beggars, 


ee although it is true that some 

eggars crept in among the thousand 
* lugees, nevertheless they consti- 
tuted an insignificant minority and 
did not justify the treatment of 
others who had previously lived com- 
fortably in independence as though 
they were of the same class. 


Committee Quit in Disgust. 
A committee had been organized 
representing the local residents to 
assist the relief work, but it was 


allowed to act in an advisory capac- 
ity only, and all its members soon 
. resigned, finding it impossible to

With four.or five families huddled 
in one room, sitting, esti and 
sleeping on stone floors, the refugees 
were forced to live in miserable con- 
ditions since the day they fled their 
homes. For about four weeks the 
government +. them with food 
and that was the most human treat- 
ment they received.

they still considered unsafe. They 
declared they would rather starve 
than go back. 


Headline Tells Conditions. 


This headline of a news item which 
appeared recently in Jerusalem’s 
Hebrew daily best describes condi- 
tions: “Scandal of refugees—Jeru- 
salem’s relief committee starving 
refugees—either they must return to 
dangerous quarters or starve—the 


attitude toward the refugees is the 
same as toward beggars.’’ 

A later issue of this paper contains 
a letter to the editor from two ref- 
ugees which reads: 

“Since the beginning of the riots 
nearly two months ago about 200 of 
us have been sheltered in the Miz- 
rachi Talmud Torah building, rolling 
about in cellars, children, women 
and men all together, all of whom 
have been broken up as a result of 
the bloody days. In addition to this 
We are now starving. 

“Yesterday they even stopped giv- 
ing us the miserable help we pre- 
viously received, namely, bread and 
sardines. Yesterday afternoon the 
screaming of the starved reached the 
skies. Children who begged for 
bread were slapped by their mothers 
to quiet them. Luckily for us came 
an unexpected visit of four Ameri- 
can Jewish.tourists whose names are 
unknown to us and who, when they 
saw our terrible condition, brought 
us forty loaves of bread and many 
boxes of sardines, which were di- 
vided among 200 persons, thus keep- 
ing us from starving. 

‘“‘We ask all Jewry, where is jus- 
tice, where is righteousness and 
where are our relief committees? Is 
this the way they rejoin—forcing us

Brown, decided to send Mr. and 
Mrs. Jonah Goldstein of New York, 
both experienced communal work- 
‘ers, to assist in solving the relief 
problem here. They arrived just at 
the opportune moment. After delib- | 5 
eration and consultations with the 


sentatives, it was decided upon the 
Goldstein’s recommendation that’ the 
situation could best be handled by 


the Vaad Leumi, which is officially | the 


recognized as the organization of 
Palestine Jewry. 

Since the Vaad Leumi took over 
the work an efficient organization 
has beén set up, thanks to the 
marked executive ability of Pinchas 
Rutenberg and marked improvement 
has already been noticed in the last 
few days, to the satisfaction of the 
refugees. Mr. Rutenberg, who had 
hitherto devoted his entire time to 
the hydroelectric project and : ab- 
stained from communal activities, 
consented to become the chairman 
of the Jewish National Council 
when he realized the seriousness of 
affairs since the recent disturbances. 
Palestine Jewry places great confi- 
dence in his administrative abili 

Despite the faults of the other 
bodies, much credit is due to'the 
Hadassah medical organization } for 
its work from the very beginnin 
the disturbances. It was the first 
on hand to render medical treat- 
ment wherever wounded were found 
and it handled the problem of feed- 
ing the refugees most efficienllv 
during the weeks before they were 
taken over by the government.

Tories Still Grumbling. 


Now, therefore, instead of being 
prepared to function as the chief 
Opposition party in the Commons or 
put up a stiff fight to win the local 
councils, for which the Labor rty 
is vigorously campaigning, the Tories 
are sin grumbling about their defeat 
last May and are chiefly interested in 
the two party conferences to be held 
next month, both for the avowed 
purpose of finding out why they were 
defeated and who was to blame. 

These autopsies should have been 
over and done with months ago, 
according to widespread opinion, but 
the party’s leader, Stanley Baldwin, 
and Sir Austen Chamberlain went 
off for their long Summer holidays 
on the Continent and Winston 
Churchill to the United States. In 
other words, the followers of these 
men feel as if they had been left 
very much in the lurch after a bad 
defeat at the polls. 

The Conservative back-bencher 
members of the House of Commons 
have not the slightest cue as to what 
line their og is to take when they 
confront the victorious Socialists un- 
der the temporary leadership of 
Philip Snowden, Chancellor of the 
@xchequer, who will manage the 
government party until Prime Min- 
ister Ramsay MacDonald arrives in 
Parliament at the beginning of the 
second week of the session. Fur- 
thermore, they suspect the Tory 
leaders themselves do not know what 
line they will take. 


No “‘Captious Opposition.” 


When the Labor Government took 
ontrol in June, Mr. Baldwin prom- 
sed that there would be no ‘‘captious 
pposition’’ from the Tories. Now 
he Tories are wondering somewhet 
aptiously if Mr. Baldwin is going 
-o put up opposition of any sort. 

Despite the rebellious discontent 
within the party, there is no Cefinite 
plan yet on the part of the fault- 
finders to challcnge Mr. Baldwin’s 
continuance of leadership. They will 
tell him at next month’s autopsies 
that a leader ought to lead and may 
suggest or even demand the sacrifice 
of a scapegoat i: the person of J. 
C. C. Davidson, t e party chairman, 
who is porganeliy popular even with 
those who deplore what they call his 
lack of political energy and persis- 
tence. But if Mr. Davidson goes out, 
it will be on his own initiative and 
not because of any request from Mr. 
Baldwin. 

One factor of safety for Mr. Bald- 
win in the situation is that no one 
is in sight to take his place. Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, former For- 
eign Minister, who aspired to the 
leadership when the present Earl of 
Balfour was compelled to resign in 
1911 but had to give way in favor of 
Andrew Bonar Law, is not even be- 
ing thought of in the present situa- 
tion. The Conservatives realize now 
that one of the chief causes of their 
defeat was Sir Austen’s foreign pol- 
icy and that the outstanding factor 
in the present Labor Government’s 
stren and popularity is its marked 
modification of his policy, especially 
with reference to the United States. 


Labor Considered Pro-American. 


Mr. MacDonald’s visit to America, 
aside from all international benefits 
that may flow from it and considered 


merely for its effect on English do- 
mestic politics, sets a mark the 
Tories will have difficulty in reach- 
ing for some time to come. One of 
the Conservatives’ present grievances 
is that: because of: the attitude of 
their leaders when in power the So- 
cialists now reap the vast tical 
benefit of being considered the pro- 
American party. 

Nor is Wias Churchill, former 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, con- 
sidered as a possible successor to 
Mr. Baldwin.

Times of Dec. 28, 1879, in which Mr. 
Edison’s demonstrations at Menlo 
Park are described, appears another 
item, which says: ‘‘Professor Henry 
Morton, the president of the Stevens 
Institute of Technology, who is weil 
known for his researches in physics, 
and whose experiments were @ source 
of unfeigned pleasure and astonish- 
ment to Professor Tyndall, recently 
sent a communication to The Sani- 
tary Engineer, protesting against 
the trumpeting of the results of Edi- 
gon’s experiments in electric lighting 
as ‘a wonderful success,’ when 
‘every one acquainted with the sub- 
ject will recognize it as a con- 
spicuous failure.’ To this was added 
the statement that Edison ‘has done 
and is doing too much really good 
work to have his record defaced and 
his name discredited in the interests 
of any stock company or individual 
financier.’’’

It has the prop- 
erty of resisting the heat of the cur- 
rent of electricity while at the same 
time it becomes indandescent and 
gives out one of the most brilliant 
lights which the world has ever seen. 
The cost of preparing one of these 
little horseshoes of carbon is about 
one cent, and the entire lamp will 
cost not more than twenty-five cents.’ 
Here the inventor’ gave a practical 
illustration of his invention. He was, 
standing just under an’ ordinary gas | 
chandelier in which two of his lamps 
were burning. He took one of the | 
lamps out, and it appeared simply | 
as a glass globe. He placed it back 
in the burner, ‘and immediately a 
brilliant horseshoe of golden light il- 
luminated the globe. 

“Mr. Edison then, by turning a 
screw in the lamp, brought the light 
down to a spark, turned it off com- 
pletely as gas can be turned off and 
turned it on again to a brilliant in- 
candescent flame by a twist of his 
fingers. He certainly demonstrated 
that in his own laboracory at Menlo 
Park the electric light is as obedient 
to bis will as the gaslight is to the! 
general public. The light from each: 
lamp is of about the power of an! 
ordinary gas jet, but Mr. Edison: 
claims that by increasing the elec- | 
tricity he can raise the power to fif- | 
teen gas jets.

‘Moderation League Gives Data 
to Stow Them Unbenefited 
by National Prohibition. 





ONLY DECREASE IN MAINE 








Report Recalis Qpposite View of 
Proponents of 18th Amendment— 
Findings Sent to Hoover Board. |

The rate of death from alcoholism 
under national.prohibition, has in- 
creased over the rate under. State 
prohibition in practically every State 
which had dry laws before the 
Eighteenth* Amendment, according 
to @ survey conducted by the Mod- 
eration -League, Inc., which~ for- 
warded. yesterday its findings to 
President Hoover’s Commission on 
Law Enforcement. 

The survey. was based on figures 
obtained from the United States 
Census Bureau and excluded deaths 
from wood alcohol or other poison 
alcohol, which if included, accord- 
ing to the league statement, would 
raise the rate still higher. 

Finds Dry States Not Aided. 


Austen G. Fox, chairman of the 
of the board of the league, in sum- 
marizing the findings, asserted that 
| these figures showed clearly failure 
of fulfillment of one of the hopes of 
advocates of national prohibition. 
| He said: 

“Before national prohibition was 
adopted, its proponents contended 
that the prohibition States could not 
become really dry because many of 
them had wet neighbors. Only by 
the adoption of national prohibition, 
and thus drying up their wet neigh- 
bors, it was contended, could the 
dry States succeed in making them- 
selves dry. The death rates from 
alcoholism in those States indicate 
how far this result has_ been 
achieved. These figures show that 
in none of the dry States, with the 
exception of Maine, has the death 
rate from alcoholism gone to a lower 
level than it was under state prohi- 
bition. On the contrary, in almost 
every case where the figures are 
available, the rate is higher than it 
was under State prohibition. This 
means that the expectation that 
national prohibition would assist the 
dry States has not been fulfilled; 
and that, on the contrary, intemper- 
ance has increased.”’ 


List of Statistics. 


The following is the listing of the 
statistics on alcoholic death rates in 
States which had dry laws before the 
Eighteenth Amendment was enacted 
and in the District of Columbia: 


ALABAMA got prohibition in 1915 
but the Census Bureau has no 
figures except for 1925, 1926 and 
1927 when they were, resnectively, 
0.9, 1.8 and 1.1 per 100,000 popula- 
tion. 


ARIZONA adopted prohibition in 
1914. The only figures are for 1926 
and 1927 and are 2.5 and 3.5, re- 
spectively. 


ARKANSAS got statutory prohibi- 
tion in 1915 but there are no figures 


for any year. 


COLORADO adopted constitutional 
prohibition in. 1914, effective on 
January 1, 1916, In 1916, the first 
year of State prohibition, the rate 
was 3.0 and it fell steadily to 0.8 
in 1919. In 1920, the first year of 
national prohibition, it went to 0.7. 
It jumped sharply to 4.2 in 1922 
and then sagged to 1.7 in 1925 
Since then the trend has been up- 
ward, reaching 2.4 in 1927, 


FLORIDA voted constitutional pro- 
hibition in 1918, effective Janua: 
1, 1919. The rate was 1.4 in 1919; 
and rose to 1.9 the first year of 
national prohibition. Since then 
there has been a most pronounced 
and fairly uniform rise until the 
figures reached 4.9 in 1927. 


GEORGIA got prohibition in 1907. 
However, the Census Bureau has 
the rates only for 1922, 1923 and 
— when they were 2.5, 1.8 and 


IDAHO adopted statutory prohibi- 
tion in 1915 but the Census Bureau 
figures begin in 1922 when they 
were 2.2, The trend was upward 
to 3.8 in 1926. In 1927 there was 
a drop (as in 1924) to 1.9. A drop, 
or a rise for that matter, in any 
one year is not significant, especi- 
ally in a State like Idaho, with 2 
small population and consequently 
where the yearly fluctuations are 
apt to be wide. 


INDIANA adopted rohibition in 
1917, effective April 2, 1918. In 
1918, when there were only nine 
months of prohibition, the rate was 
1.2. It fell to 0.8 in 1919 and to 0.5 
in 1920. Since that time the trend 
has been clearly upward. It reached 
2.1 in 1927. 


IOWA got statutory prohibition in 
1915. The figures begin in 1923 with 
1.05 and reached 2.2 in 1927. 


KANSAS, the second oldest prohibi- 
tion State, adopted prohibition in 
1867, and it is the consensus of opin- 
ion that prohibition sentiment is 
stronger there than in any other 
State. The first figure is 1.3 for 1914. 
In 1915 it was 1.2. In 1916 it rose to 
the war-boom peak of 2.2. We may 
say parenthetically at this point that 
1916 was the peak year for drunk- 
enness in the United States during 
the decade 1910 to 1920. This is 
noticeable in all the indices, espe- 
cially in the death rate from alco- 
holism. for the whole country and 
in arrests for drunkenness. The 
reason for this peak is, perhaps.

Among the outstanding facts, how- 
ever, was that the task of the gov- 
ernment enforcement agencies was 
growing more so rather than less 
onerous, with the number of cases 
nearly doubled since 1921, the first 
full vear in which the prohibition 
laws were in effect. 

The department made no comment 
upon such controversial phases as 
were presented by the figures in its 
review. Its only statement concern- 
ing the increase in the number of 
cases follows: 

‘Statistics showing the rise in the 
number of prohibition cases_ insti- 
tuted in the different districts show 
that beginning with the first full 
year under the operations of that 
aw, 1921, there were 29,114 cases; 
in 1922 the total increased to 34,984, 
in 1933 there -was a further increase 
up to 49,021, in 1924 there. was a 
sharp decline in the number of cases, 
the total for that year being 45,878. 
In .1925, however, the total number 
of cases was 50,743, or more than a 
thousand. in excess of the total for 
1923 and abhnont 4,000 in excess of the 
total for 1924. 

“Again, in 1926, there was a drop 
in the total number of cases to 
44,492, and a still further drop in 
1927 to. 40,709.. In 1928, however, 
there was-an-increase of more than 
15,000, compared with the previous 
year, or a total for that year of 
55,729, which was the largest total 
for any year up to that time. For 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1929. 
however, there was an increase of 
about 1,000 cases, compared with 
1928, the total tor the last fiscal year 
being 56,786.”’ 

The department made some com- 
parisons of fines assessed in various 
districts. 

“The total for the northern dis- 
trict of New York for the last fiscal 
year,’’ the department said, ‘‘was 
420,927, as against $451,424 in the 
previous fiscal year. However, in 
the eastern district of Kentucky. 
i where the total number of cases 
|instituted during the last year was 
| 2,945, as against 2,980 in the pre- 
vious fiscal year, the aggregate fines 
assessed last year, $444,712, was 
about $4,000 in excess of the amount 
assessed for the greater number of 
cases in the previous year.” 

The smallest numbers of cases. in- 
stituted outside those of the districts 
of Alaska and Porto Rico were in 
Kansas, North Dakota, Vermont and 
Utah. In Kansas there were twenty- 
eight cases as against fourteen .in 
the previous year. and the amount 
lof fines increased from $300 to 
$2,885. 

In North Dakota there were forty 
cases in 1929, as against fifty-eignt 
in the previous year, ‘and in: Ver- 
mont the total number of cases was 
seventy-four, as against fifty-seven 
in 1928. Utah had sixty-three cases. 
in 1929, as against 122 in 1928. 

In stating that the fines through- 
out the country were $7,476,300.40 in‘ 
1929, against $7,303,563.28 in 1928, the 
department said the totals were accu- 
rate, despite the fact that addition of 
the figures by States in the- an- 
nouncement gave a slightly different , 
result.

Authorities Reported to Have Found 
' Only’ Six Cases of Contraband 
“at Mansion. 





‘Leaders of the gigantic liquor smug- 
gling ring which the Federal author- 
ities songht to smash with thirty- 
five simultaneous raids in New Jer- 
sey, New York City and on Long 
Island last Wednesday, knew at 
least two weeks beforehand that pro- 
hibition agents were hot on. their 
trail, it- was learned . yesterday at 
Highlands, N. J., supposed centre of 
the ring’s activities. a 

At-the Mansion, former home of 
Oscar Hammerstein, near Highlands, 
which.was sold last year and became 
the syndicate’s headquarters, Louis 
Caruso, who is free in $15,000 bail 
under indictment as a member of the 
ring, was found-yesterday afternoon, 
In an interview, Caruso, who had 
been arrested at the Mansion. de- 
clared that the whole thing had been 
a mistake, the wrong house had been 
raided, and his own indictment had 
been .a.case of mistaken identity. 


Three Agents ‘‘Spotted.” ¢ 
A month before the raids, it was 
learned, three special agents went to 


Highlands and stopped at a Summer 
boarding house on the road leading 
from Highlands to the Mansion. 
The agents stayed three weeks. At 
least: a wee efore they left, the 
three strangérs, made more conspic- 
uous because the Summer season at 
Highlands had already ended and the 
Summer popalation left, had been 
‘spotted.’ 

This was thought to have been 
targely responsible for the fact that 
very little liquor was found at the 
Mansion, or for that matter in the 
thirty-four other raids. It was also 
thought that this warning of danger 
might have resulted in great caution 
in all operations of the ring and to 
have had some bearing as‘ well on 
the escape of the Shawnee, one of 
the syndicate’s ocean-going = ships, 
which slipped away to sea through 
a cordon of four Coast Guard de- 


stroyers Wednesday night. - 
How much liquor the raiding agents 
seized has not .been revealed. by the 


authorities, Repeated inquiries since 
‘Wednesday have brought the reply 
that the check-up has not yet been

Change in Bootlegging Methods. 

“Bootleggers can’t ¢peraté here to- 
day,” he ‘said, ‘‘because of the 
change in bootlegging methods. 
Eight years ago small speedboats, 
ca.-ying only about a hundred cases 
were used, and they came up the 
Shrewsbury from Sandy Hook all 
the time, Why I’ve seen the stuff 
unloaded, and carted away in open 
trucks in‘ broad daylight. The boot- 
leggers in those days had just start- 
ed, and most of them never had any 
money before. So they used to run 
wild as soon as they made a little 
money, getting drunk and shooting 
up the town. This was like a border 
town in those days, but it’s not that 
way today. 

“9 ¢ can’t use the river today. 
Now they - big boats wae 
carry a great many..cases. ere’s 
no traffic on the river, and if a work- 
ing boat tried to come up it would 
be noticed at once. There are three 
Coast Guard stations right in sight 
of the town. Two are down by 
Sandy Hook, where boats would 
have to pass, and the third is right 
across the river, in full view of the 


whole waterfront. The change in 
method has taken the bootleggers 
a from here. 


‘“‘Why eight years ago it was a 
common thing to have several 
fights in the streets in one night. I 
remember one time the bootleggers 
thought a man here had told on 
them, and they put two charges of 
buckshot right through the wall of 
his house the next night. y were 
wild fellows then. But the men in it 
today, why if you met them on the 
street you would think they were 
Sunday school teachers. They aren’t 
taking any chances.’’ 

Mayor Hardy said that his election 
last January had been on a ‘‘square 
deal’’ issue. ._He said the bootleggers 
had spent hundreds of dollars to de- 
feat him. After the election count 
it was found he had won by. five 
votes in. a total poll of more than 
1,000. The. bootleggers, he said, put 
up the mone or a recount, sv 
anxious were they to keep him out of 
office. After the recount Mayor 
Hardy’s plurality had increased to 
six votes.

BOOK CLUBS USEFUL 


‘Columbia Official Finds Adverse 
Criticism Is Due vargely to 
“Jealousy and Prejudice.” 








BUT ASSAILS THEIR CLAIMS 





Selling Points Called Misleading and 
Demagogic—New Interest Seen 
In Publishers’ Biographies. 


A kind word for the various ‘‘book 
clubs,’’ tempered with a mild rebuke 
for their advertisements, was made 
by Roger Hawson, librarian of Co- 
lumbia University, in his annual re- 
port to President Nicholas Murray 
Butler, made public yesterday. They 
are, on the whole, he noted, ‘‘better 
and wiser’ than the announcements 
of their aims and activities. 

Regarding the criticism that has 
been leveled at the disseminators of 
recommended books in wholesale 
quantities, the librarian said that 
“jealousy and prejudice’’ have played 
a larg art in it, and that ‘‘the 
book cid s have very certainly as- 


er, and years of thoughtful writing 
and rewriting on the part ‘of the 


author. And no one is dectlassed who: 


reads the book of the month three 
months, or three years, after it has 
been issued. The second appeal. to 
be an ‘insider,’ is insincere and rag 
agogic in the worst. sense. It 
really based on the desire to ‘join the 
experts.” 

Aside from the ‘agitation over the 
clubs, Hawson said. that the 
other of two outstanding develop- 
ments in the publishing PS during 
the past year has been rerviogy 
that ‘“‘publishers have lives.”’ 

‘Authors have always had lives,’ 
he said, ‘“‘and the profession of au- 
thor is a much later profession than 
that of publisher. The writing of 
books has only in comparatively re- 
cent times been more than a second 
string to a bow that was already 
sufficiently well strung financially, 
and it has preserved the amateur 
spirit almost unto an anachronism. 

“Perhaps this has helped the’ in- 
terest in their lives. This year has 
seen the biographies of several of the 
larger publishers, and they have as- 
suredly justified their publication.”

Philosopher, Observing the Day 
Quietly, Sees Human Motives, 
Other Than Money, on Rise.

At 70 John Dewey, leading Ameri- 
can philosopher; 


Frederick _ A. Dewey, at Great Neck, 


’ Professor- Dewey assured in- 
quirers that. the; trend of human 
thought was toward clarification and 
that individuals were developing the 
fruits of a more rounded experience. 

Although at a luncheon in iis 
honor on Saturday he condemned 
the present-day emphasis upon ‘‘ex- 
ternalism,”’ 
for happiness by the attainment of 
money, Dr. Dewey was disposed Yes- 
terday to suggest: the likelihood of a 
change. Money will continue to be 
an important incentive to. human ac- 
tion, he indicated, but other motives, 
including the uses which money may 
be made to serve, will play an ex- 
panding réle in conduct. 

The optimistic portents of improve- 
ments were found by Dr. Dewey in 
the increasing group means: of ex- 
perience and self-expression for in- 
dividuals, a more liberal attitude 
upon the part of the young and a 
growing esthetic appreciation. 

‘‘In the informal organizations for 
discussion and action individuals 
who have felt dwarfed by the size 
of things are achieving confidence 
end pointing a direction to their ac- 
tivities,’’ he said. ‘‘The younger gen- 
eration, too, is more open-minded 
on international and racial ques- 
tions.

Mr. Thomas said in part: —— 

“Recent events: in the. mill towns 
of the South, some of them tragic, 
raise the question whether men will 
ever learn anything from experience. 
Must the course of industrfalization 
of the heretofore agricultural South 
be attended by all the stupidity and 
all the tragedy that have marked 
similar developments in Europe and 
other parts of America? - ‘ 

“Tt is not fair for Northermers to 
point the finger of Pharisaic scorn 
at the South. New England has its 
own troubles in ‘the textile industry. 
The tragic betrayals of justice called 
up by the names of Sacco’and Yan- 
zetti, the Centralia victims, Mooney 
and Billings and Barkoski took place 
not in the South but_in Massachu- 
setts, Washington, ‘California and 
Pennsylvania. ‘ 

Background of Workers in‘ South, 

“What gives a certain peculiar 
giant to the Southern situation is 
the persistence of the plantation 
psychology complicated by race prej- 
udice. For this there are historic 
reasons reflecting on’ the North as 
well as on the South. 

“Into a region of abundant and 
| docile labor,.of which Chambers of 
Commerce openly boasted; of great 
/natural resources, and of ample elec- 
'tric power the chaotic and overde- 
' veloped cotton manufacturing indus- 
try and the newer and more pros- 
perous rayon industry have gone. 

“Time and bitter experience, far 
more than the work of outside agi- 
tators, at last aroused the mill work- 
ers who, however docile they, may 
seem, brought with them from their 
mills a capacity for loyalty to one 
another, a love of independence and 


no mean fighting spirit. 
“These workers had found at the

Judge Barnhill Will Deliver 
Today a 90-Page Document, 
Result of Two-Day Task. 





DEFENSE READY TO APPEAL 





In ~-rent of Conviction, the Religious 
Issue, Raised by Ruling on Oath, 
Would Go to Highest Court.

CHARLOTTE, N. C., Oct. 20.—The 
trial of Fred Erwin Beal, Communist 
strike organizer,-and-six co-defend- 
ants for the murder of Chief of 
Police O. F. Aderholt of Gastonia 


and the wounding.of three policemen. 


entered upon .its..concluding. phase 
today with the completion by Judge 
M. V. Barnhill of a _ ninety-page 
charge which he will read to the 
jury tomorrow. 

The charge will take from two to 
three hours and the case will be in 
the jury’s hands by noon. The de- 
fense is prepared to file several new 
exceptions on which it will move 
for a non-suit. 

It took Judge Barnhill two full 
days to preperc his charge, the 
greater portion of which will be de- 
voted to a recital of the law con- 
cerning the case, followed by a re- 
view of the evidence. 


Opposing Contentions in Case. 


While the State maintains that the 
defendants are guilty of a conspiracy 
resulting in the killing of Chief Ader- 
holt and an assault with intent to 
kill against Policemen Tom Gilbert, 
A. J. Roach and Charles Ferguson, 
the defense has sought to show that 
the accused acted in self-defense in 
response not only to an attack by the 

olice on the night of June 7, when 
he fatal’ shoéting took “place, But 
also to a series of attacks and’ al- 
Ieged provocations preceding the 
shooting, notably the destruction of 
the first neadgpartery of the Nation- 
al Textile orkers’ Union by a 
masked mob.

The issue raiséd by Judge Barn- 
hill’s ruling on Mrs. Miller’s anti-re- 
ligious views .has ined wid 
interest throughou e State, an in- 
terest which has acquired momentum 
as a result of the subsequent ruling 
by Judge. A..M. Stack.at Concord .in 
which he took a position opposed to 
that of Jadge Barnhill. 

Judge Stack’s decision was given 
in the trial of four minor mill offi- 
cials for the kidnapping and flogging 
on Sept. 9 of Ben Wells, a Britis 
Communist, The four were acquitted.

: & House, 281 Fourth Avenue, 
whieh is the headquarters of the 
Church. 

The office is vacant, due to the 
death of the Right Rev. John Gard- 
ner Murray, who was also Bishop of 
Maryland, on Oct. 3 at Atlantic City, 
while he was presiding at the annual 
meeting of the House of Bishops. 

Bishop Murray had served four of 
the six years for which he was chos- 
en. His successor will be elected to 
fill out the term, and will be eligible 
for election for six years’ term at the 
text triennial general convention at 
Denver, Col., in the Fall of 1931. 

Among those whose names are 
mentioned for the office are the 
Right Rev. William T. Manning, 
bishop of New York. and the Right 
Rev. Ernest M. Stires, Bishop of 
Long Island. 

Until Bishop Murray was elected 
at the triennial at New Orleans in 
1925 the office went to the active 
Bishop of a diocese who had been 
longest consecrated. For a genera- 
tion this was the late Right Rev. 
Daniel Sylvester Tuttle of St. Louis. 
It was decided with his death, how- 
ever, to make the office elective. 

The presiding Bishop is also pres- 
ident of the National Council of the 
Church. His office is in many ways 
similar to that of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury in the Church of Eng- 
land. The canon law provides that 
at the death of the presiding Bishop 
the senior Bishop within two months 
shall call a special meeting of the 
House of Bishops to elect a presid-

RATTLESNAKE HUNT FAILS. 


Only Two Blacksnakes Captured by 
Reptile Society in Day. 


The thirteenth annual rattlesnake 

hunt of the Reptile Study Society of 
America turned out to be a failure 
yesterday. After a day spent scour- 
ing the Ramapo Mountains near Hill- 
burn N. Y., for rattlers and copper- 
heads, twenty-four collectors, severa! 
of them women, returned to their 
homes with only two harmless black- 
snakes. Both of these were captured 
by Paul W. Snyder of Bloomfield, 
N. J., leader of the party. One was 
a black racer, the other a mountain 
| black. 
- Armed with forked sticks and flour 
sacks in which to carry their prey 
alive, the collectors spént hours over- 
turning rocks and stirring up fallen 
leaves, but not one rattler or cop- 
perhead was seen in this region once 
known as the “‘Fifth Avenue of the 
Rattlesnake.”’ 

Mr. Snyder expressed the opinion 
that the cold nights during the past 
week had caused the poisonous 
snakes to hibernate. Last year the 
members of the society captured two 
copperheads and one rattler on their 
annual hunt, and in the previous year 
they captured seven copperheads and 
| thirteen rattlers.

ARCHIBALD G. KING DIES 
AFTER CLOTHING BURNS 


Set Fire to Bathrobe Last Week 
Lighting a Cigarette—Descen- 
dant of Rufus King. 


Archibald Gracie King, a descen- 
dant of Rufus King, one of the 
first two United States Senators 
from New York and twice Minister 
to England, died yesterday in the 
Midtown Hospital of burns suffered 
last Wednesday night. Mr. King 
was 45 years old and lived at 147 
West Fifty-fifth Street. 

He was a patient in the West Hills 
Sanitarium, 252d Street and Field- 
stone Road, the Bronx, where he 
was taking a rest cure at the time 
of the accident. He attempted to 
light a cigarette and his bathrobe 
caught fire and quickly enveloped 
him in flames. 

Mr. King is survived by his father, 
Frederick Gore King; a sister, Mrs. 
Evelyn A. Cummins of Boston, and 
a brother, Arjlay A. King of Morris- 
town, N. J., who is a member of 
the New York Stock Exchange. 

He had been in the banking busi- 
ness in this city for twenty years, 
farting, with the Knickerbocker 
Trust Company and going later to 
the Greenwich Bank. He remained 
with that organization through the 
two mergers resulting in the forma- 
tion of the Central Hanover Bank 
end Trust Company, until ill health 
forced his retirement last June. 

Funeral services will be held at 
11:30 o’clock tomorrow morning in 
the Church of the Resurrection, 115 
East Seventy-fourth Street. Burial 
will be on Wednesday morning in

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DEADLOCK OR VETO. 


In voting by a majority of eight 
to fasten the farm debenture plan 
upon the tariff bill the Senate issued 
two challenges. One is to the House 
of Representatives. The other is to 
the President. The measure itself 
has once been overwhelmingly re- 
jected by the House. If the Senate 
persists in its amendment, there 
should be a deadlock, with the bill 
failing. Senator BorAH is confident, 
or at least he says he is, that the 
House will accept the debenture 
plan, and that then the President 
will sign it. But this is about as 
near an affront to Mr. HOOVER as 
words could frame. It implies that 
he will stultify himself. It ignores 
the fact that he is so completely on 
record against the farm debenture 
that he is bound to veto it if it is 
contained in any bill brought to him 
for his signature, on pain, if he does 
not, of holding light his own convic- 
tion, fully expressed, and disregard- 
ing his constitutional duty. 

The Senate’s action adds one more 
element of confusion and bedevil- 
ment to the whole tariff situation. If 
sincere and determined, this vote in 
the Senate would make the enact- 
ment of any tariff by this Congress 
impossible. But already there are 
hints that skilled leaders in the Sen- 
ate are thinking of the excellent 
bargaining material which they now 
have in their hands. To be sure, the 
President has been unfeelingly de- 
feated twice in the supposed house 
of his friends. His. plea for a flexi- 
ble tariff was denicd. His open op- 
position to the debenture plan was 
flouted—no less than fourteen who 
call themselves Republican Senators 
voting against him. But what a 
chance for sharp trading is left! 
By conceding small points, big ad- 
vantages can be won. If any troubled 
Senator has some pet tariff duties 
for his own State which he does not 
know how to get, clever managers 
will show him that by giving up the 
farm debenture all that he needs to 
keep his political fences in repair 
will be his. The whole thing now 
looks like a sad and hopeless welter. 
But there are plenty of men in 
Washington who know how to fish 
in troubled waters. By matching 
the despondency of their own fol- 
lowers with the wrath and anxiety 
of their party opponents they hope 
to pull out for themselves what they 
most desire. The next few weeks 
will offer a splendid opportunity to 
the good traders’in Congress, At 
present the odds seem heavily 
against them, but. they have shown 
before that they know how to snatch 
personal victories out of party de-. 
feats and legislative chaos. 

This latest procedure throws a 
strong light upon what must be; 
called the farm lobby at. Washing- 
ton. It is made up of Senators and 
others who are willing to go all 
lengths in seeking special. favors for 
agriculture. They are vastly indig- 
nant at other tariff lobbyists. They 
fairly explode at the spectacle which 
Connecticut manufacturers have 
presented— trying to write their 
own direct benefits into the tariff 
bill. But no display of selfishness 
or demand for class legislation could 
be more unblushing than what the 
farm advocates are exhibiting. They 
call the profits of the protected in- 
terests “unconscionable,” but are 
eager to obtain even more out- 
rageous ones for their own constitu- 
ents. Only a few days ago Senator 
WALSH of Montana sought to for- 
. bid entirely the milling tn “bord of’ 
Canadiam wheat. He frankly ad- 














mitted that his object was to raise 
the price of American wheat and to 
increase the cost of bread to the 
consumer. But here was a chance 
to do something for the farmer, and 
he called upon all Senators who pro- 
fessed to be friends of the farmer 
to vote with him. Not enough of 
them did, and his amendment failed. 
But such proposals, followed as they 
have been by the Senate’s adoption 
of the farm debenture plan, ought 
to prevent the dwellers in the glass 
house of the farm lobby from vir- 
tuously throwing stones at any 
other. 

President Hoover will be away 
from Washington until next Thurs- 
day. Probably he will not in the 
meantime feel called upon to say 
what he thinks of this latest rebuff 
inflicted upon him by the Senate. 
But it would seem that he could not 
long delay, after returning to the 
capital, in letting the Senate and 
the country know that, in this vital 
matter of legislation, he is not a 
man who changes simply because he 
finds that he may have sworn to 
his own hurt. 





THE M’COOEYS OF BROOKLYN. 

It was said of Pope ALEXANDER V 
that he was saved from the nepotism 
which characterized other ecclesias- 
tics of his time by virtue of the fact 
that he was without kindred or rela- 
tives. How often must Mr. MCCOOEY 
have envied his happy immunity! 
For the Brooklyn leader is not so 
fortunately placed. Having numer- 
ous relatives, he has felt it his duty 
to call upon them to help him dis- 
charge his heavy public responsi- 
bilities in a manner worthy of the 
family tradition. His sister is an 
associate superintendent of schools. 
His brother-in-law is Borough Presi- 
dent. One son, HERBERT, attends to 
the task of bonding contractors on 
city,jobs. His zeal in the public ser- 
vice may be judged from the fact 
that in a few months his company 
placed 868 of these bonds, thus as- 
suring the faithful performance of 
that number of city contracts, 

Sometimes HERBERT and a friend 
of his helped Uncle JIM pave the 
streets of the borough. Another son, 
full of the idealism of youth and 
strong in the affection which binds 
this extraordinary family together 
in @ common devotion to the city’s 
welfare, is in partnership with his 
brother-in-law in the practice of law. 
They have been notably helpful to 
the judges of the county in the 
matter of guardianships and receiv- 
erships, serving on occasion the 
widows and orphans thrown on the 
mercy of the Surrogate’s Court of 
which McCoory Sr. is clerk. 

It takes courage and a sense of 
civic obligation worthy of an ancient 
Roman for a father to expose his 
own family in this way to the rude 
contacts of public life. No doubt 
they wish that they might have 
been spared the sacrifice, and left 
to gather of an evening about the 
old hearth at Flatbush, free frora 
cares of office or vicarious respon- 
sibility. It is disheartening that Mr. 
LA GUARDIA should seek to impeach 
a family record so luminous, It 
should be held up as an example 
to aspiring youth, incorporated in 
Who’s Who, referred to the eugenic 
laboratory at Cold Spring Harbor, 
which has shown such an interest in 
inherited philanthropic traits. Man- 
hattan has nothing to compare with 
this manifestation of patriarchal 
benevolence. It could never have 
occurred save in the City of Homes. 








SENATOR EDGE’S SUCCESSOR. 


As time passes the Republicans of | 
New Jersey are no nearer solving | 


the problem of a successor to Sena- 
tor EDGE. The latest proposal is that 
Governor LARSON appoint Davip 
BAIRD Jr. to serve until the election 
in November, 1930, with the under- 
standing that ex-Governor STOKES 
may be a candidate at that time for 
the remnant of the term to which 
Mr. EDGE was elected—to March 4, 
1931. Mr. BairD is to run for the 
ful’ term of six years beginning 
when Mr. STOKES has enjoyed his 
four months as Senator. When the 
arrangement was brought to the 
attention of Mr. STOKES he laughed 
and exclaimed: “ That is too com- 
plex for me!” Other people are 
laughing, too, but perhaps not ex- 
Senator JOSEPH S. FRELINGHUYSEN, 
who is a candidate himself for the 
full term and knows that DaAvip 
BalrRD Jr., as the choice cf influen- 
tial Republicans for the primary 
nomination next year, might be a 
formidable opponent. 

Except for their support of Mr. 
Hoover, the New Jersey Republi- 
cans have not been united for many 
years. It might be possible to bring 
them together behind an exceptional 
man for United States Senator at 
this time, but no one seems to be 
trying to do that. Only Barr, 
STOKES and FRELINGHUYSEN are 
mentioned for the office. Senators 
Epce and KEAN are keeping their 
hands off, as if fearful of getting 
them burned. Ambassador Morrow 
has been spoken of as a compromise 
candidate, but the politicians are not 
interested in him. Other men of 
good character but less ability were 
put forward, only to vanish into the 
wings, leaving BAIRD, STOKES and 
FRELINGHUYSEN to stand in the spot- 
light. ; 

"It Has been suiggested that a con- 
ference of Republicans, including 
members of the State committee, 
State Senators and Assemblymen 
and State fitiance committeemen be 
called—perhaps one hundred in all— 


to discuss the situation and recom- 
mend a successor to Senator EDGE. 
Governor LARSON is partial to the 
idea but it does not suit Mr. FRE- 
LINGHUYSEN, who has been actively 
in the field for a long time now, 
and ex-Governor STOKES is not en- 
thusiastic about it, suspecting, as 
others do, that the pins would be 
set up for DAVID BAIRD Jr. The inde- 
pendent Newark News observes: 

It must be remembered that, 
convention or no convention, the 
selection is the responsibility of 
Gevernor Larson, who will prob- 
ably not have to call out the mili- 
tia in making his decision. 

The opposition party sees in the 
Republican confusion a chance to 
elect a Democrat to the long term. 





A NOBLE UNIVERSITY. 


Brown University, whose earlier 
name was Rhode Island College, has 
had a most distinguished history, 
worthy of ROGER WILLIAMS’s Provi- 
dence and the dissociation of Church 
and State; of the tempestuous dis- 
senters and come-outers of Rhode 
Island and Providence Plantation; of 
that rich and cultivated eighteenth- 
century Newport. Its Charter was 
drafted by EzRA STILES and WIL- 
LIAM ELLERY. Another’ Signer, 
STEPHEN HOPKINS, was an original 
member of the Corporation. Though 
founded by the Baptists, who had at 
first a controlling hand in its gov- 
ernment, the principle of denomina- 
tional cooperation was strongly in- 
sisted upon; and the representatives 
of the denominations selected by the 
Corporation might be either clerical 
or lay. 

Kings, Pennsylvania and Prince- 
ton, the then College of New Jersey, 
under its second Charter, were as 
liberal in form or fact. Political 
liberality was a long while in re- 
turning to the future little State. De- 
voted at first largely to the educa- 
tion of a little sect, under its later 
name Brown became a _ national 
seminary of the humane arts. It 
has many famous sons to praise. 
What the sociologist would like to 
know about it is its secret for turn- 
ing out Secretaries of State. MARCY, 
OLNEY, HAY, HUGHES: are there any 
more of them? Last Friday Mr. 
HUGHES and various other eminences 
were at the inauguration of Dr. 
CLARENCE AUGUSTUS BARBOUR as 
President. : 

One welcomes the coming, but 
hates to speed the parting guest. In 
June Dr. WILLIAM H. P. FAUNCE, & 
great scholar, teacher and citizen, 
made his farewell. His administra- 
tion was epochal. He had served 
thirty years and served not Brown 
alone. Education, religion, good-will 
among the nations—what good 
cause has he not helped by his clear 
thought and courageous utterance? 
He is a boy of 70. We nominate him 
as successor to President ELIOT, 
Emeritus; but perhaps the nomina- 
tion was confirmed before we 
made it. 

Dr. BARBOUR is also a man of a 
wide variety of accomplishments, 
experiences and energies. A famous 
professor of homiletics, he is highly 
‘“homiletical ” in the old sense, com- 
panionable, conversable. His inau- 
gural address shows him dedicated 
to intellectual quality and not to 
swelling the mob of undergradu- 
ates. Some of us can almost remem- 
ber when Brown had the good for- 
tune to be a small college. It now 
has more than 2,000 students. Who 
can stay the rush for “ a college edu- 
cation”? That Brown will give one 
equal to her high place among uni- 
versities we can have no doubt, but 
we trust less in Dr. BARBOUR’S 
learning and eloquence than in his 
long labors among young men and 
women. Learning maketh a don. 
Understanding of the kittle cattle 
he has to herd maketh a college 
president. 





The full text of the Japanese note 
accepting the invitation to attend 
the naval conference in London 
bears out the forecasts. Japan 
avows herself anxious not only to 
have the principle of limitation ex- 
| tended to all categories of vessels, 
| but hopes to see an actual reduction 
|of naval armament. In other words. 
as at the Geneva conference, Japan 
may be expected to do all in her 
power to bring about an effective 
agreement. : : 

One of the happy results of the 
Washington conference of 1921 was 
the removal of Japan’s suspicicns 
as to the intentions of the rest of 
the world. She entered that confer- 
ence reluctantly and fearfully, ex- 
pecting that it sheltered some hid- 
den purpose disadvantageous to Ja- 
pan. Those present remember the 
distrust which some of her people 
could only with difficulty hide—dis- 
trust which disappeared under the 
magic of Mr. HUGHES’S frankness. 
He made it plain beyond any doubt 
that the United States and Great 
Britain were moved with good-will 
toward Japan. To be sure, the big- 
navy men at Tokio came away from 
the conference with some of their 
suspicions only partly stilled. They 
began at once the construction of 
10,000-ton cruisers, which were the 
largest vessels permitted under the 
new treaty. But the growing spirit 
of good-will after the conference. 
reinforced by the obvious fact that 
the United States was making no 
effort to build cruisers to match 
Japan’s and that’ England’s naval 
program. was delayed, was already 
strong when the disastrous earth- 








quake of 1923 made {tt impossible |

carry out a further large naval 
program. . 

The imperative need for retrench- 
ment of government expenses, as 
well as the realization that’ Japan 
is in no danger from any other 
naval Power, determined the policy 
of the Japanese delegation at Ge- 
neva in 1927. It will govern Japa- 
nese policy in London. Despite occa- 
sional oltbreaks about immigration 
restriction and the Singapore naval 
base, Japan knows that no Power 
threatens her in the Pacific. She 
also sees that as the cost of repair- 
ing the damage done by the earth- 
quake has continued to mount up 
her burdens will be relieved if she 
can reduce her large naval budget 
without endangering her safety. 

At Geneva the Japanese on sever- 
al ocasions made an effort to act us 
mediators’ between the apparentiy 
irreconcilable English and American 
points of view. Although these dif- 
ferences are now happily ironed out, 
it is more than likely that Japan 
will find herself in a position to 
help out if divergencies between the 
points of view of the Continental and 
the English-speaking Powers appear 
to be difficult to adjust. She stands, 
in a sense, on both sides, wishing to 
see the navies limited and reduced, 
but not wishing to see the subma- 
rine abolished. Her influence in 
bringing about the final adjustment 
should therefore be considerable. It 
will be all the greater for the pre- 
liminary discussions which, it is an- 
nounced, the Japanese will have at 
Washington before going to London. 





TRAINING FOR SAFETY. 

Chambers of commerce, educa- 
tional institutions, labor associa- 
tions, realty boards and numerous 
other public organizations have been 
striving for years to reduce the num- 
ber of accidents throughout the coun- 
try. Despite their efforts there has 
been a steady increase. Many thou- 
sands occur which cause permanent 
disability, temporary pain and loss 
of working time, or merely short 
time off and slight inconvenience. 
These are so common that the eco- 
nomic loss to employer and employe 
runs into large sums. Even more 
serious is the increase in accidental 
fatalities. At the Safety Congress 
held in Chicago recently it was an- 
nounced that 97,000 persons had 
been killed by accident in this coun- 
try during 1928. In the metropolitan 
district 10,000 more accidents were 
reported for the first seven months 
of this year than last, according to 
the records of the New York State 
Department of Labor. 

Students of this problem, which 
is becoming more grave every- 
where, declare that it will not be 
solved until leaders trained in 
accident prevention are developed. 
Safety engineers are not numerous, 
and the comparatively haphazard 
attempts made by men whose atten- 
tion is largely taken up by other 
matters are not producing the de- 
sired results. Executives in indus- 
trial plants are interested in pro- 
moting safety, but they cannot 
devote the necessary time to the 
matter. Foremen try to make their 
departments safe, and workmen’s 
committees use their influence for 
accident prevention. But apparently 
nothing less than concentrated en- 
ergy on the situation will mend it. 

Announcement by New York Uni- 
versity that ten men will receive 
scholarships in its courses in acci- 
dent prevention is encouraging. Mr. 
ARTHUR WILLIAMS, president of the 
Museum of Safety, will finance the 
training of, these men, who will be 
selected by ten metropolitan organ- 
izations. They will be chosen re- 
gardless of previous academic train- 
ing, provided they have qualities of 
leadership. First-hand studies will 
be made of factories and communi- 
ties which are able to show success 
in their safety campaigns. A record 
of their work will reveal in a few 
years whether the way to relieve.a 
distressing state of affairs has been 
found. 


WHERE ORATORY STILL 
WITCHES. 

In CHARLES MERZ’S ‘“ The Great 
American Band-Wagon ” the sugges- 
tion occurs that an excellent source 
of State revenue would be to charge 
admission to criminal trials. He 
pointed out the hippodromic nature 
of some of them, but even he did not 
foresee such a stellar performance 
as that given last week at Charlotte, 
N. C., by Solicitor JOHN 3. CARPEN- 
TER of the prosecution in the Gas- 
tonia trial.

He swore that he should be 
unworthy of his parents, his wife 
and his children if he did not visit 
verigeance upon the defendants, and

and made @ rag out of his tie. These 
were merely his physical deman- 


Sstrations. In language the solicitor 


soared into the empyrean and be- 
yond, knocking even at the gates of 
paradise and calling the attention 
of the Deity and the apostles to 
what the union agitators had done to 
Gastonia: Making tatters out of 
passions, he made shreds out of rhet- 
oric and an oratorical combination 
salad out of figures of speech. . Not 
the worst of these were the “cy- 
“clone and tornado which sank its 
“fangs in the heart and life-blood 
“of Gastonia.” 

When the eloquence was over 
Judge BARNHILL—and who can 
blame him?—adjourned court until 
Monday to think over his charge. 
Of the jury, for whom the show was 
given, we are told. only that it 
“ blinked.” There will be great in- 
terest elsewhere to discover whether 
the South remains attached to this 
form of oratory: 

They stood it till the great Gop 
looked down from the very battle- 
ments of heaven and broke the 
chains and traces of their patience, 
and caused them to call the officers 
to the lot and stop the infernal 
scenes that came sweeping down 
from the wild plains of Soviet 
Russia into the peaceful com- 
munity of Gastonia, bringing blood- 
shed and death, creeping like the 
hellish serpent crept into the 
Garden of Eden. 





THE DEWEY TRIBUTE. 


The unchallenged place which 
JOHN DEWEY.at the age of 70 holds 
in the front rank of. distinguished 
Americans is not entirely dependent 
on his past record as educator and 
philosopher. He is at the present 
moment exhibiting a lively interest 
and participation in politics which 
add to his qualifications as one of 
our first citizens. He answers to 
nearly all the standard specifica- 
tions of the “ college professor” and 
to virtually none of the practical 
politician, yet he is not that queer 
intruder, the scholar in politics. It 
is natural enough for Mr. DEWEY to 
display in his later years an active 
concern with the public life of 
an American generation to whose 
schooling and to whose stock of ideas 
he has made a large contribution. 

Professor DEWEY’S réle in the his- 
tory of education is chiefly that of 
one who identifies the classroom 
with life. As a philosopher he iden- 
tifies thought with life, making the 
former dependent on the latter. He 
is the enemy of the metaphysical 
view of the world as a finished prod- 
uct, and the consistent advocate of 
creative experience. He qualifies as 
a democrat because the experience 
in which he trusts is the experience 
of masses of free men. He quali- 
fies as an optimist because of the 
very absence of a predetermined 
goal in his scheme of things. It is 
not altogether unfair to describe the 
pragmatist as one who doesn’t know 
where he is going but: he is on his 
way. There is no getting lost for 
the philosopher of experience, since 
any port one strikes is the right one. 

The revolutionary ideas in educa- 
tion connected with Mr. DEWEy’s 
name—a break with external con- 
trol in the classroom and with for- 
mal curriculum—have wrought great 
changes in American education since 
the beginning of the century. There 
are not a few who think the 
changes have gone too far. Presi- 
dent BUTLER at Albany the other 
day sadly admitted the “pretty 
“complete abandonment of formal 
“ discipline,” and with it self-disci- 
pline and the building of character, 
which is the, object of education. 
What Dr. BUTLER calls character 
it is now the prevailing tendency 
to denounce as “standardization.” 
That would be in no small measure 
the pragmatist alignment against 
fixity and for fluidity. Professor 
DEWEY’s reply to all doubts about 
the break-down of standards and the 
destruction of values would still be 
the supreme value of experience in 
itself. For the sake of its educa- 
tive results he is willing to pay the 
frequently bitter costs of experi- 
ence; as when he accepts the ruth- 
less Soviet experiment in Russia for 
the very sharpness of its challenge 
to established things. 

Professor DEWEY’S advocacy of 
experimentalism, coupled with his 
reputation as an educator, has 
brought him popularity in foreign 
countries engaged in breaking with 
their past and experimenting with 
new forms of life. He has been an 
honored visitor and adviser in Na- 
tionalist China, in Soviet Russia, in 
Kemalist Turkey, in revolutionary 
Mexico. His economic and political 
views are shared by a small minor- 
ity among his own countrymen. But 
his basic democratic faith, his in- 
sistence on ‘rélating ideas to the 
practical life, his courageous accep- 
tance of living as an adventure and 
his implicit faith in some form of 
progress, all place him in the Amer- 
ican majority tradition,

Attention, 2°". thirty-six years 

ago the service was in 
the hands of only two nurses, and it 
needed money to carry on the work 
of caring for the sick in their homes. 
The confidence of people on the low- 
er east side was soon won. Those 
who could pay gave what they could. 
Public-spirited persons who saw how 
much good was being done, not only 
to the unfortunate sick but to the 
whole community in being protected 
from infectious disease, provided 
funds for more nurses. There are 
now 236, averaging about half a mil- 
lion visits to the ailing. They work 
from eighteen centres established in 
Manhattan and the Bronx. 

This week the service is devoting 
to the spread of information about 
its work. It has enlisted the as- 
sistance of the department stores, of 
the radio, movies and newspapers, 
of prominent individuals who already 
know its value. 

All that it asks of the public is at- 
tention. It is justifiably proud of the 
great good it has already accom- 
plished. There is to be no appealing 
for money to continue it. If people 
will merely look at the exhibits in 
Fifth Avenue shop windows, loaned 
for the display, and lend their own 
ears to the story of a worthy cause, 
the visiting nurses will be satisfied.

GRAVES once remarked

It may have been on the 
occasion of the first fox hunt of the 
season and, ‘‘he munna be a dry 
un,”’ Peer said. 

PEEL was no “pink-coated master 
of hounds.”” He never wore a ‘‘gay”’ 
coat: it was a long gray garment of 
coarse homespun which dropped el- 
most to his knees—the usual garb 
of the fell-side hunter of those days. 
(GRAVES never wrote ‘‘gay” into the 
song.) But JoHN Pre. was a hero 
to Graves. He was ‘‘a fine figure of 
a man, of very limited education 
beyond hunting, but generous as 
every sportsman ever must be: his 
honor was never once questioned in 
his lifetime—a better heart never 
throbbed in man.”’ 

This hero hunted thirty-five years.

THE TRUCKING SITUATION. 


Agreement in Dispute Held to 

Violate Federal and State Laws. 
To the Hdttor of The New York Times: 

In reference to THz Timzs edi- 
torial “A Questionable Settlement,” 
and to the strike in general, we may 
concede that the demand for an in- 
crease of the market truckmen’s pay 
is justified but their. method of ob- 
taining it is totally unjustifiable by 
both parties to the agreement, as it 
clearly violates both Federal and 
State laws regarding combinations 
for the purpose of restraining trade. 
In addition to this, according to the 
statements made by both sides, they 
propose to ban privately owned ve- 
hicles engaged in interstate com- 
merce and shipping from entering 
New York City unless they agree to 
pay tribute to the Market Truck- 
me.’s Association by handing over 
the contents of the private owners’ 
cars to be hauled only a short dis- 
tance to the stores of commission 
merchants and wholesale dealers. 

TI believe that Governor Larson of 
New Jersey is right in character- 
izing this as ‘‘graft’’ and a brazen 
outrage. Also it is good to note that 
officials of neighboring States are 
becoming aroused as to what effect 
the agreement, if allowed to stand, 
will have on their citizens engaged 
in agricultural pursuits. 

New York State is fortunate in 
having such an agency as the De- 
partment of Agriculture and Markets 
to cope with any emergency of the 
present kind. And still more fortu- 
nate in having at its head such an 
efficient commissioner as Berne A. 
Pyrke has proved himself to be. He 
did not wait to be told or prodded as 
to his duties in the case. He imme- 
diately sensed his obligations both to 
the producer and consumer alike, 
and for this, he is entitled to the 
support of all citizens, to prevent 
th- banning of privately owned cars 
engaged in transporting food com- 
modities into our city. On this there 
must be no compromise, as that will 
mean increased costs to consumers 


on an already higher market than 
1928, due to shorter crops of apples 
and potatoes, and experience teaches 
us that this means an increase all 
along the line of fruits and vege- 
tables, not to mention the increases 
that will follow the pending tariff 
bill.

DENTISTRY AGAINST TIME. 


Mr. Heckscher’s Subject Important, 
but His Figures Are Questioned. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In THe Times of Oct. 16 there is an 
interesting letter from A. Heckscher, 
entitled ‘‘Dentistry for Children,’’ 
which is timely because it calls atten- 
tion to a great need which has here- 
tofore. received little attention. 

Because of the importance to the 
public of the subject dealt with the 
data supplied should be _ correct. 
Analysis of the figures supplied by 
Mr. Heckscher indicates that if the 
number of chairs he specifies were 
to be kept busy every minute at high 
pressure for eight hours each day, 
for six days per week, it would allow 
fourteen and one-half minutes per 
child for the number of children stat- 
ed as receiving service per week in 
the New York Foundation. 

This average is not attainable be- 
cause no such high-pressure service 
can be kept up either in public clinics 
or private practice. 

With forty years of experience be- 
hind me, may I be permitted to say 
that in many cases fifteen minutes is 
scant allowance for adequate exam- 
ination and diagnosis of the condi- 
tions that will be found in the mouths 
of underprivileged children and that 
hours of service and repeated visits 
are very often required for the atten- 
tion needed by each child?

GOOD AND BAD LOBBIES. 


Fault Is Found With Classifications 
Made by Senator Walsh. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In his interesting article about lob- 
bies in THs Times Senator Walsh 
of Montana wisely divides them in 
two classes, good and bad, lest some- 
body consider all lobbies sinister in 
purpose and inimical to our demo- 
cratic form of government. How- 
ever, what he regards as good lob- 
bies may be considered otherwise by 
somebody else, and vice versa. For 
instance, among the good ones he 
mentioned the all-powerful Anti-Sa- 
loon League, champion of them all 
and the most efficient and best or- 
ganized. But, being a good dry, he 
considers the aim of the league pro 
bono publico, and disregards the 
methods they employ to accomplish 
their aim, as he figures that finis 
coronat opus. 

To my way of thinking vhere are 
only two successful lobbies, those 
backed by a militant, powerful pub- 
lic opinion for a good cause which ~ 
by nature should be encouraged and 
aided, and those backed by selfish in- 
dividuals and corporations and helped 
by faithless public servants, which 


should be annihilated. The latter, 
which are the ones we all object to, 
are supported in toto by the parties 
responsible for them and do not cost 
the public any money. We can hard- 
ly get rid of them, but we can ren- 
der them powerless by electi cou- 
rageous, honest, intelligent public ser- 
vants who cannot be bought or fooled 
by them. Our Congress, as at present 
constituted, is the best check against 
them, as they will not dare approach 
any Senator or Representative with 
any of their unholy proposals. They 
may, however, employ some faith- 
less ex-public servant clever or crook 
enough to fool them into believing 
in their ability to influence Congress 
in any. pet proposition of theirs.

Harold Lioyd’s Talking Comedy. 


WELCOME DANGER, with Harold Lloyd, 
Barbara Kent, Noah Young, Charles Mid- 
dleton and William Walling; Paramount 
Sound News, At the Rivoli Theatre. 

One after another the hitherto 
silent players are heard in talking 
films, and the latest is Harold Lloyd, 
whose audible comedy, ‘‘Welcome 
Danger,’’ is now at the Rivoli. Mr. 
Lloyd’s voice may not be particu- 
larly impressive, but it suits his per- 
sonality. And what more can one 
ask? 

This film provoked gales of laugh- 
ter yesterday afternoon and at the 
fame time quite a number of those 
in the audience appeared to he thor- 
oughly satisfied at the outcome of 
the feverish bappdnings It. is a pic- 
ture filled with many ingenious gags, 
but the dialogue is invariably ama- 
teurish. It ie buarfous, but never as 
appealing as “‘Speedy,’’ Mr. Lloyd’s 
last effort. It has a series of wildly 
farcical incidents which are none the 
less frequently funny. While one 
laughs at them, one may also com- 
ment on how silly they are, especial- 
ly the antics down in a cellar in 
some place in San Francisco’s China- 
town. 

This film has, however, the virtue 
of being original in most of the esca- 
pades, and Mr. Lloyd seizes upon 
opportunities to gain some effects 
from silence when he is alone in a 
scene. 

Mr. Lloyd’s character this time is, 
for some vague reason, a Boston bot- 
any student. Little is made of this 
fact, for Harold Bledsoe (Mr. Lloyd) 
is called to San Francisco, where 
his father had been chief of police. 

While en route to California Har- 
old decides to have his photograph 
taken by a coin-in-the-slot machine. 
He is not aware that Billie Lee,

ent, had tried the machine before 
him without success. He is naturally 
astonished when the picture is forth- 
coming to see a girl with him in 
the photograph.

The Mundane Monk. 


RASPUTIN, with Viadimir Galdaroff, Suz- 
anne Delmas, Ernst Ruckert, Fritz Al- 
berti, Hedwig Wangel, Gregor Chmara, 
Mary Kid and Hans Albers, : produced by 
the Memento Film Company, of Berlin, 
directed by Nikolai Larin; ‘‘Mickey’s Fol- 
lies,” a cartoon; *‘Dear Vivian,’’ a talking 
comedy; “‘The Song of the Builder;’’ A 
Ufa undersea film.

Considering what it might have 
been, the Russo-German motion pic- 
ture dealing with the last two years 
of Rasputin’s existence is most dis- 
appointing. Nikolai Larin, the direc- 
tor, and Boris Newolin, the author of 
the manuscript, stress the monk’s 
licentiousness and his repellent ap- 
pearance, but the expected dramatic 
incidents connected with his murder 
are wholly ignored. M. Larin con- 
tents himself with a reference in a 
subtitle to the killing of the monk 
and by showing an overshoe, sup- 
posed to have belonged to Rasputin, 
on the Neva embankment. 

Gregor Chmara plays the debauched 
priest, and although his make-up is 
singularly effective, he is often guilty 
of overacting to an extent that causes 
some of the sequences to border on 
the ridiculous. Granted that many of 
of those associated with the monk 
were either fools or knaves, they 
could never have been so utterly 
blind to his conduct as they are in 
this film. In one scene, which has 
some little drama that proved some- 
what effective to an audience yester- 
day afternoon, Rasputin is inglori- 
ously inebriated. He dances on a 
table from which he eventually falls. 
A young soldier, the son of a promi- 
nent family and the only one appar- 
ently gifted with common sense, 
tosses the contents of a wineglass at 
the monk and then slaps the drunken 
priest’s face. 

Some of the incidents in this film 
probably happened, but it is safe to 
surmise that they did not occur as 
they are shown here. 

The monk is introduced by empha- 
sizing his dirty foot-prints on the 
broad palace stairway. M. Larin has 
seen to it that there is enough mud 
on Rasputin’s shoes to last for every 
step and then he emphasizes the 
effect by flashing to the stairs again. 

The full figure of the monk comes 
to view when he is gazing at a nude 
painting in a hall. He winks then 
pulls out a knife and cuts a cross 
on the picture. Later, when sur- 
rounded by a sychophantic throng 
of men and women, he makes a sign 
of a cross as he gazes reproachfully 
at the Lanham from a distance. 
When Rasputin has left, the picture 
is examined and it is believed that 
the cutting was a result of his mys- 
tical power.

Looking back over the years since 
his ordination in 1899, the Rev. Dr.

retaining their faith in the salvation 
of the blood of Jesus:’’.

CATTLE PRICES HIGHER. 


Values Move Up on the Week 
Despite Large Receipts.

CHICAGO, Oct. 19.—A revival 
came. to the cattle market in the 
| week just ended despite largest re-: 
| ceipts for the pcriod in three years. | 
| Prices on best steers, cows and 


heifers were 50 cents to $1 higher; 
stockers and feeders 25 cents and 
Western range cattle 25 to 50 cents 
better than a week ago. 

For fancy yearlings $16.40 was palé, 
with the best heavy steers at 16.50 
and heifers at $15.25. Average of 
beef steers for the week was $13.95, 
a gain of 45 cents for the week com- 

ared with $14.60 last year. Packers 
Pave moved out a good part of their 
surplus dressed beef and the market 
is in better shape. 

Although hog prices had a good 
rally, the close was 10 to 20 cents 
lower than a week ago, with an 
average of $9.55, a drop of 15 cents 
for the week and last year and $1.45 
from two years ago. About 60 per 
cent of the 185,000 hogs received at 
Chicago for the week were of the 
new crop. 

General quality holds. good, al- 
though corn prices have been above 
those of last year and hogs below 
1928 for several months, Receipts 
from early Spring to the present 
time have been more evenly distrib- 
uted than ever before. 

Prices for the first, nine months 
of this year averaged nearly $1 above 


28. 

Fat lamb prices declined 50 to 75 
cents, with heavy receipts making 
an average of $12.80, a loss of 10 
cents from the previous week and 30 
cents from a year ago. Sheep aver- 
aged $4.50, or the same as a week 





ago. Yearlings declined 25 to 50 
cents and sheep prices were un- 
changed.

“Undigested Securities” and 
Old-Time Reminiscence. 








The exceptionally violent decline on 
the: Stock Exchange last week, the 
helpless. throwing-over of unwieldiy 
speculative holdings by ‘‘pools’’ and 
individual adventurers, and the seem- 


ing absence of support to thé market |. 


from the promoters of the ill-fated 
speculation, caused a change in the 
financial viewpoint, as such occur- 
rences always do. It may or may not 
last; that usually depends on the 
markeét’s subsequent behavior. But 


for the time, at any rate, all Wall. 


Street seemed to. see the reality of 
things, and to~diseard the catch- 
words and newly invented maxims 
of an imaginary political economy. 
The new attitude had some inter- 
esting results. For one thing, it 
caused immediate inquiry into analo- 
gies of the past; into causes and 
consequences even of that pre-war 
finance whose teachings were latcly 
dismissed as wholly negligible in the 
present favored era. To that larg: 
part of the present Wall Street com- 
munity, whose own financial. remi- 
niscence begins with 1925, compari- 


son with 1903 by Colonel Ayres had | 14 


as remote a sound as if he had cited 
the Grant & Ward failure of 1884 or 
the ‘‘Gold conspiracy’’ of 1869. But, 
somehow, every one vaguely knew 
that 1903 was a year of highly un- 


| pleasant reckoning for an era of un- 
| digested securities, and there were 
'reasons why that impressed even 
| the Wall Street of 1929. For what 
|had happened this season was not 
|only an utterly unparalleled under- 


writing of newly created company 
stocks but an increase in brokers’ 


| horrowings, at New York alone, of 


$400,000,000 during the Autumn’s 
Stock Exehange liquidation, on top 
of a billion-dollar expansion in the 
preceding three months. Such a pic- 


ture inevitably left uneasy doubt as 104 


to whether a great part of this year’s 
abnormal outpour of new securities 
had not remained unsold and carried 
along on brokers’ credit, in first or 


| second hands. 


The story of 1903 was simple 


|enough in retrospect. The Wall 
| Street of that day had come to be- 


lieve that resources of credit were 
absolutely boundless, In one of the 
immediately preceding years, new in- 
dustrial incorporations had footed 
up $3,500,000,000. In another the 
listing of new securities by the Stock 
Exchange was a thousand million 
dollars greater than the year before. 
The crisis came in 1903 with the 
market’s sudden discovery that the 
huge mass of new ‘‘flotations,’’ car- 
ried along expectantly on credit, 
could not be sold. That discovery 
was followed, first by the throwing 
over of high-grade existing stocks 
to protect the overstrained accounts, 
then by ‘‘unloading’’ of undistrib- 
uted new securities for what they 
would bring. There were no ‘“‘bro- 
kers’ loan reports’ in those simple 
days. If there had been, they would 
have shown what sweeping contrac- 
tion in the “‘loans on stocks and 
bonds’’ was required to surmount the 
crisis. 

So much for the faraway 1903 and 
its long-remembered ‘‘rich men’s 
panic.” The episode undoubtedly 


gies with the market of today, but 
Wall Street is just now in a mood 
to study both. What undoubtedly 
impressed the financial mind last 
week was the compilation of issues 
of new securities, showing Septem- 
ber’s outpour to have exceeded that 
of the same month in any other year 
by 125 per cent, the nine-months 


similar period by $3,600,000,000, and 
the offerings by investment trusts 
alone in the year to date to have 
been $2,200,000,000, as against less 
than $800,000,000 in 1928. Confronted 
with this story of the requisitions of 
1929 and skeptical, as it was bound 
to be, of the ready distribution of 
any such deluge of new stocks and 
bonds to ultimate investors, Wall 
Street inevitably began to look with 
deepened misgiving on the market, 
The situation, unpleasant as one 
must recognize it to be, has its re- 
assuring aspects. When Mr. Morgan 
admitted in 1903 the fact of ‘‘undi- 
gestéd securities,’ Mr. James J. 
Hill proposed a change in the title 
to “indigestible securities.’” -There 
is far less warrant nowadays for that 
suggestion; the financial commun- 
ity’s capacity for eventual digestion 
of the Gargantuan bill of fare that 
has been thrust upon it.'is at all 
events much greater. Nevertheless, 
if it should prove that promoters and 
speculators, when both had reached 
a pitch of unbounded confidence, 
have been able to overstrain the 
strongest imaginable credit mechan- 
ism, it would only prove what every 


history knew was probable before- 
hand.

Cities Service Head Declares Waste 
of Petroleum Endangers Safety 
in War. 





Calling for immediate Federal ac- 
tion to conserve American oil re- 
sources as a national defense policy, 
‘Henry L. Doherty, president of the 
Cities Bervice Company, announced 
yesterday that he would tender to 
the American Bar Association $120,- 
000, to be used for charity should a 
committee named by that body. fail 
to sustain his contention that the 
government has the constitutional 
right to legislate against further 
waste of oil under the present meth- 
ods of production. 

Mr. Doherty, who has long been a 
stormy petrel in the controversy over 
oil conservation, sent his latest utter- 


ance on the subject back from Lon- 
don by a special messenger after he 
had set forth his views in a prelim- 
inary statement prepared while he 
was traveling to Europe on the 
steamship Olympic. He is causing 
to be published in the newspapers of 
Memphis,-Tenn,, a series of double- 
page advertisements addressed to the 
delegates attending the convention of 
the American Bar Association in 
Memphis this week. 


Seeks. Impartial Tribunal, 


He suggests that the American Bar 
Association name an impartial tri- 
bunal, composed of its own members, 
to thresh out the question after hear- 
ing all sides, with the view to set- 
tling the controversy as to whether 
the Federal Government has the 
right to compel, by legislation, the 
economical management of the coun- 
try’s oil resources. He contends that 
voluntary action by the oil companies 
can never be made sufficiently effee- 
tive to end the ‘‘vandalistic exploita- 
tion’’ of the country’s oil deposits, 


' pointing out that since he first ad- 
» vocated compulsory cooperation many 


efforts have been made toward volun- 
tary cooperation. 

‘“‘What.-we need in the oil con- 
troversy is a decision,’’ Mr. Doher- 
ty’s statement reads. ‘‘According to 
the oil lawyers, neither the States 
nor the Federal Government are 
clothed with apoguety powers to pro- 
vide for war. his is a matter of 
public service. Does the American 
Bar Association endeavor to assist in 
matters of important public service 
and will it assist in this matter? If 
a definite decision is given that the 
Federal Government has no power 
in this matter, I will start a cam- 
paign immediately to amend our 
Constitution.” 

Mr. Doherty holds that the oil con- 
troversy could have been avoided 
except for the obstacles and confu- 
sion created by lawyers. He insists 
that pool operation of oil properties, 
under government sanction, is the 
‘only solution of thé problem of over- 
production, 

‘‘President Coolidge five years ago 
asserted that the supremacy of na- 
tions might be determined by the 
possession of available petroleum 
and petroleum  oproducts,’’ Mr. 
Doherty’s‘statement continues. “Oil 
is the most important -munition of 
war. It is being wasted in the most 
shocking manner. What we waste 
today may compel us to pay tomor- 
row for our folly of today in a 
ruthless sacrifice of the blood and 
treasure of the nation and in ghastly 
magnitude. 


Sees Waste Due to Laws. 


“The laws under which oil is pro- 
duced necessitates this colossal 
waste. Our laws automatically 
bring about depletion of our domestic 
resources, and automatically conduce 
to the conservation of oil in foreign 
countries. Our laws invite foreign 
companies to produce their oils here 
to supply their markets abroad, and 
hold their ground resources unim- 
paired in foreign countries. We dao 
not know how much oil we have left 
All the evidence that can be pro- 
duced and that is entitled to rank 
as true evidence would indicate that 
a shortage is imminent. 

“Oil is now drilled’ for in such a 
frantic manner and produced in such 
a@ frenzied way that it is impossible 
to make any very accurate figures 
on the waste of oil, or even on the 
waste of gas, but I think it. is safe 
to say that we might possibly fn- 


crease the oil needed for war pur’ 


ses as much as twenty times by 
he prompt adoption of sane laws to 
eontrol it. 

“Nature created these oil pools as 
a unit and we are trying to operate 
them, not for the benefit of the joint 
owners, but as a race to see which 
one of the owners can get the oil 
first. The present laws give owner- 
ship of the oil to whoever can capture 
it, regardléss of where it comes _ Sil 


In fact,.the law legalizes a robbery. | 2°

the remedy is for the owners to off- 
set this drilling.

' CHICAGO, Oct. 19.—Liquidating 
grain markets, with prices on de- 
ferred futures of wheat the lowest 
of the season and with large lines 
greatly reduced, featured the close 
of the week. 

Net losses in-wheat were 7%.to 8% 
cents, after a break of 10 to 12 cents 
from the ‘high point of the previous 
week, and are around 36 cents below 
the high point reached on July 29 
for December. At the low point 
December was $1.26%, March $1.34% 
and May $1.38, with the close % to 
% cent above the inside figures,

The Canadian pool, combined with 
the railroad interests and farmers 
in that country, are not disposed to 
sell*‘on, brdaks, believing that ulti- 
mately wheat will be worth more 
money. All the immense cash hold- 
ings~ are understood to have been 
hedged in Chicago, Minneapolis or 
Winnipeg and some in Liverpool. 
The latter market has been out of 
line with America’s and so far for- 
eigners. have dictated prices to sell- 
ers.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 20.— 
The cotton market drifted to lower 
levels last week, reaching the lowest 
levels of the season. The decline was 
orderly but persistent, and both De- 
cember and January broke through 
the éighteen-cent line, ending the 
week with losses of about $2.50 a 
hale. 

The downward trend of prices was 
due mainly to the excellent weather 
tor picking and ginning the crop, re- 
sulting in the largest movement of 
cotton into sight for a single week 
on record, the , according to Sec- 
retary Hester of the New Orleans 
Cotton Exchange, exceeding 1,000,000 
bales. In the face of this enormous 
movement it was impossible to stim- 
ulate -_ sort of speculative buying, 
and prices gradually receded as the 
volume of offerings exceeded the im- 
mediate demand. 

Hedge selling continued heavy, and 
there was no lack of speculative short 
selling. To absorb this volume of 
oftectm bay main dependence was

top-crop making. Texas reported 
some increase in the size of bolls, 
but no gain in the number of bolls 
developing. At the same time the 
absence of any indication of a sud- 
den change to cold weather caused 
some fear that estimates of the crop 
would have to be increased. 

The extent of the damages to the 
crop from the weather is only now 
ot really evident. In the 
castern belt much pe ‘cen ay cotton 
has resulted from the t tropical 
storm. Bolls have rotted and the 
volume of untenderable cotton has 
been increased measurably. In 
Texas there is much short staple 
cotton which likewise is untender- 
able on contracts. This volume of 
low grades will tend later to enhance 
the value of the good grades by 
hardening the basis. The belief that 
there will be an urgent demand for 
good cotton has induced much specu- 
lative buying of spots. Large spot 
houses have been buying desirable 
cotton and storing it, hedging the 
purchases in the contract market 
where there is a fair carrying charge. 

These buyers know that domestic 
spinners, and probably foreign spin- 
ners, are following a hand-to-mouth 
policy, that their stocks will have 
to be replenished and that desirable 
cotton will bring a price. Meantime 
producers are ing advantage of 
the demand and are selling their cot- 
ton as fast as it is ginned 


Smaller Carryover Forecast. 


While there is some tendency to 
increase crop ideas, it is believed that 
consumptive requirements of the sea- 
son wil lexceed production, leaving a 


carryover smaller than at the end 
of last July. 

So long as the crop movement is 
as heavy as it is, outsidefs do not 
regard cotton as a good speculation, 
hence the contract caver is is depen- 
dent upon trade buying to absorb the 
hedges, although covering by satis- 
fied shorts as prices ease affords a 
certain amount of support. That 
speculation eventually will enter the 
market, most traders are convinced, 
but not until it is apparent that the 
movement of the crop to market has 
passed its peak. 

Accounts from the interior indicate 
that this peak in the movement will 
socn be passed. Picking and ginning 
— re gone ahead rapidly and in many 

ons are near completion. 

* While exports have increased of 
late, the daily clearings must for a 
time compare with unusually heavy 
shipments on corresponding a 
last year.

Suffer From inferior Supply 
of Flaxseed.

Paint, floor covering and other lin- 
seed oil using branches of the build- 
ing industry face a difficult situation 
as the result of an inferior and prac- 
tically failed flaxseed crop at home 
and abroad, according to Allen E. 
Beals, writing in the current Dow 
Service Daily Building Reports. 

‘Flaxseed that fluctuates in transit 
20 to 30 cents a bushel in a single 
day is in a sick market,” Mr. Beals 
writes. ‘In fact, the market is so 
distressed that all quotations in the 
Architects’ Weekly Building Material 
Price Supplement have been with- 
drawn by the leading linseed oil dis- 
tributers, for reasons supplied below: 

“Since linseed oil is the product of 
the mucilaginous seed of the soft- 
fibered plant called flax, any major 
disarrangement in the physical well- 
being of the national or international 
sources of flaxseed supply at once 
affects not only the cost of building

tenance as well,

“* *Puring the month of July, when 
it became apparent that the produc- 
tion of our domestic flaxseed crop 
would be considerably smaller thau 
in previous years on account of lack 
of sufficient moisture and when com- 
plaints from ntina regarding 
droughty conditions became more 
numerous, interfering with the sow- 
ing of the new crop, linseed markets 
rose sharply. After having advanced 
about 40 cents per bushel, it was felt 
that for the time being this discount- 
ed the bullish developments both 
here and in Argentina and the 
markets reacted somewhat from the 
high levels to the extent of about 15 
cents per bushel. 

‘**However, the drought in Ar- 
Sirs continued then seriously in- 

erfering with sowing and retarding 
the germination of the early sown 
seed. As a consequence, the advance 
in flaxseed prices was resumed and 
a rise of 60 cents per bushel was 
registered, reflecting the very seri- 
ous developments in Argentina, 
which now became the dominating 
market factor.

of Argentina brought the much- 
needed relief, checking further de- 
terioration, but. arriving too late to 
permit of ‘additional sowing of any 
importance.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—The rap- 
id increase in the use of cigarettes

Hudson County Editor Urges 
That Terminals Be Returned 
to German Lines. 








SAYS PEOPLE FAVOR MOVE 





Docks, Not Now Being Used to Full 
Capacity, Add to Tax Burdens, 
R. B. Harrison Asserts. 





Ramon B. Harrison, editor of The 
Newsette, a Hudson County (N. J.) 
weekly, has sent to President Hoo- 
ver and the Senate Committee on 
Commerce copies of a letter ad- 
dressed to T. V. O’Connor, chairman 
of the United States Shipping Board 
on the question of returning the old 
North German Lioyd and Hamburg- 
American steamship piers to their 
former operators. 

These piers in Hoboken, represent- 
ing, Mr. Harrison points out in his 
communication, one-third of the 
waterfront of Hoboken, are not be- 
ing used. to capacity at the present 
time. He contends they were seized 


war and have been held ‘‘over the 


protest of the citizens of Hoboken’’ 
ever since. 

Mr. Harrison forwarded his letter 
to Chairman O’Connor on Oct. 10. 
He told Mr. O’Connor that, in the 
event the letter. received no reply, 
copies of it would: be sent to 
President and the chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Commerée. 
Mr. Harrison got no reply, he said, 
and consequently has forwarded the 
material to Washington. 

In the letter he points out that the 
North Lpagpres eo Lloyd Line has been 
unable to complete an arrangement 
by which it pata dock its ships at 
the piers in use before pueiee en- 
tered the World War. As a result, 
he says, the steamers of this line 
ae being docked at a subleased pier | ;, 
in the Army Base, South Brooklyn, 
a location muck less desirable from 
a commercial standpoint, 


Says People Favor Return. 


Mr. Harrison declares the letter 
was occasioned by efforts of citizens 
of Hoboken to get some relief from 
the ‘‘intolerable burden of taxation 
imposed upon it by the retention of 
the Hoboken piers.’’ The govern- 
ment, he charges, is either unwilling 
or unable to utilize these properties 
to their normal.extent and is un- 
willing to permit the return to the 
port of Hoboken of the former 
5} operators. 

The result is an unnecessarily 
heavy tax on the citizens of the New 
Jersey community, as the waterfront 
portion represents about 7 per cent 
of the ‘‘tax ratables,’’ he charges. 
and suggests an act authorizing the 
sale of these properties so that they 
may be retur:ed to the city as pri- 
vate property, taxable as such. 

Mr. Harrison specifically requested 
the chairman of the Shipping. Board 
to answer questions pertaining to 
the lease of Piers 3 and 4 of the 
Army Base at Brooklyn to the At- 
lantic Tidewater Terminals, a pri- 
vate concern, in the years 1923. to 
1928, with a five-year renewal option. 
He also asks if the lease was re- 


|newed under the option and if the

Jewish Charity Organization 
Hopes to Put: 50,000 New 
. Families on Its Rolls. ©’ 








WOULD DEMOCRATIZE WORK 


2,000 Attend Opening Dinner at 
Which Organization’s Five Presi- 
dents Are Honored. 





The. first, membership extension 
campaign in the history of the Fed- 
eration for the Support of Jewish 
Philanthropic Societies was started 
last night in the grand ballroom of 
the Hotel Commodore at a dinner in 
honor of Felix Warburg, Arthur 
Lehman, Joseph L.. Buttenwieser, 
Sol M. Stroock and Dudley D.Sicher, 
the five sucessive presidents of the 
— since its organization in 
1917, 

More than 2,000 men and women, 
representing professional, business, 
fraternal and industrial life and in- 
cluding Jewish leaders from every 
field of activity, were at the dinner. 
Addresses were made by David Sar- 
noff, executive vice president of the 
Radio Corporation, and other speak- 
ers, inefading four nationally known 
leaders of philanthropy who spoke 
to the gathering from studios in 
Chicago, Boston, Philadelphia. and 
Cincinnati over radio circuits wired 
to the ballroom. 

The aim of the drive, on which 
4,500 volunteer workers will start 
work this morning, will be to democ- 
ratize the support of the federation’s 
ninety-one constituent agencies, 


which in the past have been mainly | 


financed by gifts of large sums. The 
appeal will be for smaller sums from 
the average merchant and profes- 
sional man and ‘an effort will be 
made to enroll at least one member 
from each of 50,000 additional fam- 
ilies. ° 


Discusses Commerce and Peace. 


Mr. Sarnoff, in the _ principal 


speech of the evening, discussed the 
problems of world peace and stressed 


the responsibility which rests upon 


the business man for its ‘preserva- 
tion. Many wars, he said, have hadi 
their foundations in commercial rival- 
ry and economic friction. Business 
men, he declared, must . recognize 
what is right and equitable between 
nations and must discourage those 
who woulda disregard that which 1s 
fair ana just. 

The work of the federation, he ex- 
plained, was dedicated to a prac- 
tical program in line with the ideals 
of world peace inaugurated by Pres- 
ident Hoover and. Prime inister 
MacDonald. 

‘Federation strives to remove at 
its source the suffering, hardship 
and misunderstanding which so often 
find their expression in discontent 
and jealousy,’”’ he said. ‘‘There can 
be no world-wide appreciation by the 
individual of the implications of 
world peace until in his relations 
with his immediate neighbor hé has 
learned the lesson of neighborliness 
and social] justice.”’ 

In referring to the five guests of 
honor and their philanthropic work, 
Mr. Sarnoff declared that it took oc- 
casions such as the present one to 
show the world how men who had 
succeeded in the machine age have 
had none of their humanities lim- 
ited, but rather expanded. The honor 
ie were also felicitated by the 

our speakers, who were heard for 
three minutes each over the radio

Explorer to Sail for South America 
Oct. 30 to Start Trip. 


Mrs. Annie S, Peck, explorer, .au- 
thor and lecturer and an authority 
on South America, will soon make an 
airplane tour of most of. South Amer- 
ica, she said last night at her home, 
71 West Eighty-ninth Street. Miss 
Peck will sail from New York on 
Oct. 30 to Colombia’ and take off 
from Barranquilla on the: first leg 
of a journey which will take her into 
practically every country.
